Now that, Flfiher and Fisher, Denver arrhl- 
tectural Ilrm, has made a rinn.1 report to the 
county commissioners followtng It-s InvestlKA- 
tlon of the Twin Falls eouniy general hn.spl- 
tal. the Issue oncf. morr is hrnnnht. rilrprtly up 
to the people. 

In many rcsiiPcU the resiilLs of the investi- 
gation conc\ir In the llndlnKs of Dr. Benjn- 
mln W. Black who marie a similar 
tion jeveral yearx ago. 

The present county hospital biiUdlnB— to 
Bay nothing nboul the administration of the 
Institution and all the trouble that has our- 
rounded Its operatlon—U every bit as bad as 
the people have been led to believe, with the 
Denver Inveatlgalors going even ao far to 
brand it m a "tire trap." 

TTiere la no point In evading any longer 
lome of the Issues that have made our hos- 
pital problem dllflcult ot solution. One of the 
principal laaues has been the erection of an 
auxiliary county hospital unit at Buhl In- 
fltead ot having all of the county'i hospital 
facilities located at Twin Falls. 

The Times-News Is not Interested In taking 
■ides on this issue other than the recommen- 
dations that have been made by both Dr. 
BliLClc and Fisher and Fisher, There seems to 
be general agreement among qualified in- 
vestigatora that the cost ot erecting and op- 
erating an auxiliary hospital unit at Buhl 
would b« out of all proportion to the purpose 
H would lerve. 

"A 20 or 25-mlle ambulance run over high- 
Vays of relatively low traffic condition is a 
matter of minor Importance," the Fisher and 
Flaher report wilfi careful to point out. In ad- 
dition to other reasons It advanced Tor a 
Batellit« hospital not being neces.-iary at Buhl, 
It should now be apparent, rollowlng two 
•jchaustlve Investigations, that the question 
of a county-operated hospital should be set- 
tled once and for all without further delay. 

The next move. It would seem, is for the 
oounty conunlssl oners to procure estimates 
as to the cost of a hospital such as that 
recommended by Elsher and Fisher, and to 
«ubmlt a bond Issule for that purpose to the 
Voters of the county. 

If the election carries, well and good. If 
not, we'll at least know where we stand and 
can dismiss any further thought of a county 
operated Institution, and net out to solve our 
common problem by some other means. 

With the hospital Issue becoming especially 
Btralned during recent weeks, added respon- 
alblHtles have been forced upon the county 
commissioners who find themselves stale- 
mated now and then on Important matters 
because one of the three members, Ben Pot- 
ter, Is physically unable to attend meetings 
and vote. 

With all due regard for Mr. Potter, It would 
•eem that under the circumstances It would 
be best for him to tender his resignation, so 
that an active third member could bo ap- 
pointed to the board in preparation for the 
Important decisions the county must be mak- 
ing in the immediate future.

The Lincoln admonition comes to mind In reading 
ic estlmste ot Idaho Pioneer SUtewlde, Boise weekly 
ewspnper, thai Idaho has 3,000 slot machines which 
are reaping a gross profit ot 8-mllllon a year. Pioneer 
asserts that only half ot these machines are licensed 
by the slate, which means they must pay a state 
tax ot tlOO and must also contribute at least two and 
one-hall times the license tee, or (250 a year, to 
sweet charity.
